Silence restored, the President 
turned toward Chief Juctice 
Chase, who held up his right 
hand, with his le upon the book 
held up by the clerk of the Su- 
preme Court, and administered 
the oath of office, the President 
laying his right hand upon the 
open page; then, sulemrly re- 
peating So help me God!” he 
bent forward and reverently kis- 
sed the Book, and rose, inangur- 
ated President of the United 
States for four years from March 
4th, 1865. A salvo of artillery 
boomed upon the air, cheer upon 
cheer arose below, and, after bow - 
ing to the assembled host, the 
President retired within, :esumed 
his carriage, and the procession — 
escorted him back to the Wkite 
House.

The London Daily News says: The 
army of Virginia, eo long deemed invin- 
cible, the pride, the bope, the centre and 
the citadel of the Confederacy, has been 
not only, beaten, but shattered, and the 
Davis government is now vagrant and 
fugitive. ‘Richmond, which tecefved it. 
and gave it for a time, a digaity which 
it could never have acquired while it re- 
mained among the cotton plantations, 
where it had its rise, was set on fire by 
its departing generals. That the Con- 
federate army fought with all its old 
tenacity and clan, we cannot doubt, but 
has been broken up by men, as we have 
often been told, was the sweepings of 
the’ Nortbern cities. Davis began the 
war by declaring that he would carry it 
where food for the torch awaited the 
Southern armies, in populated cities ; 
but the attempt to burn New York end- 
ed in nothing but an execution. whlie 
Davis set his borrowed capitol in flames 
and decamped. 

Other papers are silent, as yet, upon 
the news.
